James A. Van Fleet was re- 
ported today to have given 
sworn testimony he believes 
Red China went into the Ko- 
rean war with "assurances 
from someone on the Allied 
side" the United States would 
not wage all-out war. 


The retired former 8th Army

Tuesday at a closed door session 
of the "Senate Internal 
Security- 


subcommittee. He was expected 
to go over somewhat the same 
ground at a public hearing.

How fully the retired ge'heral 


may testify in public session may 
depend on interpretations of a 
security order he received from 
the Pentagon, the committee said.

refused to let Army observers sit 
in on the secret questioning of 
Van Fleet. 


A competent source, who de- 


clined to be named, quoted Van 
Fleet as testifying that "we could 
have won, and should have won 
the Korean War." 


"Gen. Van Fleet testified in ef- 


fect," the informant said, "that 
Red China must have had assur- 
ances from someone on the Al- 
lied side" that "we would not -use 
our sea and air power to the full" 
to make the Korean fighting an 
all-out war. 


The informant quoted Van Fleet 


as saying he 
woulo recommend 


that the United States break diplo- 
matic relations with Russia 
and 


rely on regional groups of anti- 
Communist nations, rather than on 
the United Nations, as the main 
hope for world peace.

Fire insurance rates for 


Dixon have a good chance of 
being lowered as a result of 
an ordinance passed by the 
city council Tuesday night. 


The council passed a resolution 


providing for the formation of a 
volunteer fire department in Dixon 
with a maximum membership of 
12 trained men. This, coupled with 
the purchase of a new aerial truck 
to be delivered next spring, may 
bring about the lowering of Dixon's 
classification from Class seven to 
Class six, according to Commis- 
sioner C. L. Ballard. 


The new ordinance provides for 


the payment of $1.50 for each 
training period the volunteer fire- 
man attends and $1.50 an hour with 
a two-hour minimum for each fire 
call. The volunteers will be trained 
by Chief Gail Keyser and the reg- 
ular firemen.

The year ahead shows a favor-1 — 


able prospect for cattle feeders al- j 
thoug-h profit margins may 
be I 


trimmed beiow those made in the 
past year. Stocker and feeder cat- 
tle should be available at reason- 
able prices. Good supplies of feed 
are on hand in many areas, though 
the situation varies greatly from 
farm to farm. 


Supplies of beef may be a little 


smaller in 1955 than in 1954. and 
consumer demand for meat is ex- 
pected to hold near recent levels 
during the year ahead. The dis- 
posable consumer income is hold- 
ing near the record high of 1953. 
Construction activity is greafer 
ih?n * year ago and expenditures 
by the government are increasing, 
which shows an encouraging busi- 
ness expansion. 


As far as the hog situation in j 


concerned, hog production is in- 
creasing, but the increase will 
not lift prospective supplies "ol 
pork to normal. Prices for the 
next 12 months will be consider- 
ably lower than they were a year 
ago. but efficient producers wiii 
be able to make average profits 
on most hogs sold in 1955. 
After considering the informa- 


tion given out at the Outlook meet- 
ing, those of you who are interest- 
ed in buying feeder cattle would 
do well to consider the feed sup- 
ply and time of marketing to de- 
termine the kind to buy.

It deserved to be heard 
when it was. 
Russia caused no great surprise, of course, when it re-

Dixon High Will 
Participate in 
U. of I. Testing 


Dixon high School will be among 


some 500 Illinois schools partici- 
pating this fall in the University of 
Illinois statewide testing program. 


Tests of academic aptitude fur- 


nished by the University's Unit on 
Evaluation are administered by 
the schools and returned to the 
university for scoring. From the 
results of the tests the schools can 
determine how they are succeeding 
in the job of teaching. Other uses 
are for student guidance, discovery 
of students in need of special help, 
and as a record of student attain- 
ment. 


In 1953-54, the Unit on Evaluation 


headed by Prof. J. Thomas Hast- 
ings, tested 45,943 juniors and sen- 
iors in 508 schools. In addition 
27.141 other 
standardized 
tests 


were machine-scored for high 
schools. 


The university's machine-scoring 


facilities were also used to score 
certain examinations. These in- 
cluded the County Scholarship ex- 
aminations conducted by the uni- 
versity as well as semester and 
hour examinations involving large 
numbers of students.

This service is 
required on FHA and VA loan 
lomes where either, or both, city 
water or sewerage is lacking. 


Inspected Yearly 


3. Nursing homes and hospitals 


are inspected each year to comply 
with state law. New nursing homes 
require the combined services of 
our nurses and sanitary engineer, 
so all requirements are fully un- 
derstood. 


4. Public water supplies are in- 


spected at least once each year for 
assurance of a safe water. This 
function is regulated by state law, 
similar calls are made to public 
sewage treatment plants for plant 
deficiencies and operaitonal prob- 
lems. This function is also backed 
by state law. Our State School is 
also included in this program along 
with industry, when indicated. 


5. Nuisances are always in de- 


mand, more so perhaps in warmer 
weather, but always present. 


There are general nuisance laws 


m Illinois, and most cities have 
them Fr>r instance in Divon, thev 
specify what is a nuisance. Here 
our job is to investigate the com- 
plaint, and try to determine what 
is causing the trouble, and if pos- 
sible get the participating parties 
to come to some kind of an agree- 
ment, or settlement on correcting 
•'.he conditions. If law is resorted 
to, it become? necessary to icfcr 
the parties to the s;ate's attorney, 
or city attorney, who in turn will 
advise what type suit such as pub- 
lic or private, whether private le- 
gal advire Is required and what 
court may hear the case. The final 
decision of whether it is a nuisance 
rests with the judge or Jury. Testi- 
mony may be requested for opin- 
ions or conditions.

A new state trailer court law

The enforce- 
ment and fee for this will be con- 
trolled by the State Health De- 
partment, outside the city of Dix- 
on, but the inspections and inter- 
pretation of this law is handled by 
this department.

There is one type of activity that 


is very pleasant, and that is the 
checking of operations of swim- 
ming pools and summer camps. I 
would like to put in a plug for the 
Seventh Day Adventist people at 
Reynoldswood. The new facilities 
for summer camp and their re- 
modeled pool, are excellent. Pools 
are also regulated by state law; 
recommendations on operajUon and 
changes go through us to the con- 
trolling agency.
